There are among the Indians and 
Eskimos about 1,000 members of the 
Anglicaa chureh in the Mackenzte 
river @iocese, the remainder af the | 
population who profess any religion | 
belonging to the Roman Catholic ; 
church. The work of Anglican mis- 
sions in the north was formerly sup- , 
ported by the church missionary so- | 
ciety in Eneiand, but latterly that | 
body has withd:nwn its support and 
she work is beinz carried on by the 
Anglican churen in Canada. There 
are at present four ordained mission- 
aries and three laymen working in 
ecnnection with the Anglican church 
missions in Mackenzie river and Arch- 
deacon Lucas hopes to secure four 
new men during his present visit to | 
the outside world. If he cannot se- 
cure them in Canada he will go to 
England. Men are difficult to ob- 
tain, “but it is because they do not 
know what they are missing,” says 
the archdeacon. Regular missions are 
conducted at Fort Simpson, Hay Riv- 
er, Norman and Fort McPherson. At 
Hay River the church has a boarding 
school with forty Indian boys in at- 
tendance The pupils céme from a 
radius of 900 miles to the school and 
the past students are holding posi- 
tions of importance in the trading 
concerns of the great northwest.

Archdeacon Lucas’ will probably 
teiurn north by dog sled during the 
winter, but Mrs, Lucas will remain in 
civilization during the winter in com- 
pany with two of her three sons, born 
at Fort Chipewyan on Lake Athabas- 
ca, who have just returned to this 
country from England where they 
bave been going to school, In the 
past fifteen years Archdeacon and 
Mrs, Lucas have only spent one year 
with their children, “But we love 
the north,” said the archdeacon, ‘and 
we are no sooner out of it than we 
are wanting to return,”
